Finance Chairman Voices 
Confidence Senate Will 


Boost Proposed by 
Committee. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 2! (AP)— 
President Truman’s request for 
$4,500,000,000 more in ‘taxes than 
the Senate Finance Committee 
recommended brought this reply 
today from Committee Chairman 
George (Dem.), Georgia: 

“Not one more cent as far as 
I am concerned.” 

In talking to a reporter, he 
added that he. is confident the 
Senate will approve without sub- 
stantial change the tax increase 
voted by :his committee. The 
committee estimates its bill will 
produce $5,506,000,000 a year. 
Truman puts the yield at $5, 200, - 
000,000. 

Fur Profits Tax Boost. 

Senator O’Mahoney (Dem.), 
Wyo., asked the Senate to add 


by accepting House-approved pro- 
visions ior heavier taxes on ex- 
cess profits. O’Mahoney said he 
woud offer amendments incor- 
porating the House excess profits 
provisions. He contended that 
corporation profits are high 
enough to enable companies to 
pay -higher taxes.

Four men, one of whom was a 
former convict befriended by his 
employer, pleaded guilty today of 
grand larceny growing out of the 
theft of about 20 cases of whisky 
from Conrad, Inc., 1429 Lucas 
avenue, Three of them were em- 
ployes of the wholesale liquor 
firm at the time of the theft. 
The former convict, Robert E. 
Martin, bottling superintendent at 
the firm, was fined $500 and sen- 
tenced to two years.in prison. 
Under questioning by United 
States District Judge George -H. 
Moore, Martin related that Osear 
Conrad, company vice president, 
was godfather of Martin’s child, 
and that the company had lent 
him money for hospital bills and 
twice had paid off debts he had 
allowed to pile up. 


George C, Myers Jr., who was 
an assistant shipping clerk for 
the firm, was fined $300 and 
sentenced to a year and a day, 
but his prison sentence was sus- 
pénded on condition that he pay 
the fine. William Harrell, a truck 
driver for the company and My- 
ers’s brother-in-law, was put on 
probation for two years, as was 
his friend, Melvin Mataya, the 
fourth member of the theft ring. 

Herbert H. Freer, assistant

Myers admitted he started the 
thefts last February, stealing six 
or seven cases of whisky, a bottle 
at a time — in “hip pocket 
amounts,” as he put it. 

Plans for stealing liquor on a 
larger scale were made as the 
three employes rode to and from 
work in a car pool, Freer said 
they had admitted.

WSB RULES AGAINST, 
WAGE PACTS THAT 


-EXCEED FORMULA 


DETROIT; Sept. 21 (AP)—The 
Wage Stabilization Board warned 


employers and unions yestefday 
not to sign agreements which they 
know violate Government wage 
rules. 

Such action, the board said in 
a statement made public here, can 
only “raise false hopes among the 
workers and provoke industrial 
unrest.” 

The statement was approv 
unanimously by board members 
and announced by national WSB 
Ctairman Nathan P. Feinsinger. 

Feinsinger said that in many 
cases employers: and union lead- 
ers have tried to “get off the 
hook” by knowingly signing wage 
pacts which stand no chance of 
getting WSB approval. He de- 
clined to single out any specific 
cases, but said the statement had 
no reference to the national mari- 
time case, in which the WSB re- 
fused to sanction all the contract 
terms. 

He said the stabilization for- 
mula is still 10 per cent above 
levels before the Korean war with 
some adjustments. He denied that 
there is ony “12 per cent” fore 
mula, as is scmetimes referred to, 
and said the present regulations 
are not inflationary.

In a unanimous opinion the

members of Catholic orders. 

There are no Catholic brothers 
or nuns teaching in the state's 
public schools at this time. Fol- 
lowing the lower court decision 
they were voluntarily removed by 
Archbishop Edwin: V. Byrne of 
Santa Fe. 

The Supreme Court praised 
Archbishop Byrne and declared 
that the people are “indebted” to 
him for taking religious fradistne 
out of public schools and “not to 
the public school officials charged 
with such duty.” 

The case originated when a 
group of Protestant parents in 
the northern New Mexico village 
of Dixon originally petitioned the 
district court to put a stop to 
hiring of Catholic nuns and broth- 
ers as public School teachers. 

The opinion written by Justice 
McGhee said: 

“While we oppose the teaching 
of sectarian religion or the giv- 
ing of control of the state or any 
of its agencies to any sect or 
combination of sects, yet we know 
religion itself is so intermingled 
in the daily life of our people 
and in the administration of and 
in the affairs of state that no wall 
of absolute separation of religion 
and state can be maintained— 
but few would want it.” 


TRUMAN ORDERS 
‘KOREA’ ON MARKERS 
OF U.S. WAR DEAD 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 21 (AP) 
—The word “Korea” will be in- 
stribed on markers of all United 
States armed forces men killed in 
that country and buried in na- 
tional’cemeteries. 

President Truman ordered this 
yesterday, untangling red tape 
which had prohibited such identi- 
fication because the Korean con- 
flict is not officially a war. 

Regulations say that inscrip- 
tions on government -headstones 
in national cemeteries may con- 
tain the name, date of birth and 
death, abbreviations of military 
awards held, a religious emblem 
and “the war in which service 
was rendered.” 

The President ordered that the 
word “Korea”—but not Korean 
war — should be inscribed on 
markers. The headstones of serv- 
ice men buried in other than na- 


tional cemeteries can carry any 
inscription relatives desire.

Hazard to U. S. Stressed. 

By and large, the _ and 
third groups believe t Presi- 
dent Truman would oan fonkoaet 
Senator Taft. In fact, most of 
Eisenhower's visitors lately dwell 
upon the hazard to America if the 
Democrats, as now led, are elect- 
ed for the sixth successive time 
to run the country.

General to Sweat It Out. 

With respect to the United 
States presidency, their general is 
in their shoes.

KREMLIN WORSTED 
IN WORLD CONFLICT, 
HARRIMAN SAYS 


BUFFALO, N.Y., Sept. 21 (UP) 
—The worldwide struggle against 
Communism has turned in favor 
of the free nations and has put 
the Kremlin on the defensive, ac- 
cording to W. Averell Harriman, 
assistant to President Truman. 
Harriman told the annual con- 
vention of the CIO International 
Union of Electrical Workers yes- 
terday that he was more opti- 
mistic than at any other time 
since he returned from Moscow 
five years ago. 


The former ambassador to Rus- 
sia said Europe looked ripe for 
Communist revolution at that 
time. The Communists had taken 
control of the labor/movement in 
two. of the more iniportant coun- 
tries in Europe.

MEDICAL JOURNAL 
SAYS COSMIC RAYS 
MAY LIMIT FLIGHT 


LONDON, Sept. 21 (UP)—The 


British Medical Journal said to- 
day that intensity of cosmic-ray 
Bombardment at high altitudes 
may make it unsafe to fly higher 
a 40,000 feet for any length of 
ime. 


Few planes used in World War 
II could operate over 40,000 feet, 
but present planes are pushing 
higher and higher into the sky. 

“It is now being increasingly 
realized that the limits of flight 
are the physiological limitations 
of man and not the restrictions 
imposed by engineering practice,” 
the Journal said. 


It pointed out that at 40,000 
feet the human body is subjected 
to cosmic radiation about 100 
times greater than at sea level. 
This figure approximates the “tol- 
erance dose for radiation” theo- 
retically the heaviest ray bom- 
bardment a person can stand.

One hundred members of the 
press gallery still could petition 
for a change of rules to bar Tass.

While in the neighborhood, it is easy to men- 
tion Forest Park, the zoo and the art and his- 
torical museums. Many suburbanites take ad- 
vantage of the city’s bargain rate parking on the 
riverfront. And they unhesitatingly accept 
many indirect benefits afforded by the city. 

It is obvious that without the city the syburbs 
simply could not exist. The suburbs are the 
extremities and the city is the heart of what 
really is a single community. Surely, the ex- 
tremities should do their share to keep the 
heart pumping. 

For those who demand representation in re- 
turn fpr taxation there is a simple answer: 
Recognize the unity of the community; break 
down the artificial political barriers; vote for 
annexation and get representation. But this is 
resistéd. Why? Because some county residents 
feel that by remaining outside the city they 
escape their share of the costs of maintaining 
a large community. They feel that suburbs can 
provide such services as they want cheaper and 
better. The validity of such reasoning can be 
seriously questioned. 

Actually, the situation is not nearly so simple. 
Many county residents know this, especially 
those who live beyond the rigid city limits 
chiefly because there no longer is any room 
for them within the boundaries drawn back in 
Many suburbanites know that they are 
non-paying guests at the municipal table. They 
are willing to pay their share. 

What could be. more reasonable than the earn- 
ings tax? It doés not autonfatically fall on all 
county residents. It does not extend the city’s 
taxing power beyond the city’s limits. It falls 
only on those who come into the city day after 
day to earn their livelihoods. These people are 
dependent on the city. How can they, in fair- 
ness, resist a modest tax for the city’s support?

Very Subversive Scare in N.J. 

A fad among the youngsters of flying a Con- 
federate flag from the radiator cap or the radio 
aerial of their cars has got the Hugh C. Irish 
Camp, Sons of Union Veterans of the Civil War, 
away up north in Paterson, N.J., good and 
scared. Its chaplain, Benjamin F. Hook, says 
the display “could very well léad to dissepsion” 
and is now a form of subversive action.

Let the youngsters of Paterson, N.J., 
fly the Confederate flag today, and tomorrow 
they may be trying to palm off Confederate 
money on you, -to the considerable subversion 
of the United States Treasury. Day after to- 
morrow a lad may walk brazenly down the 
streets of Paterson whistling “Dixie.” 

Everyone will be relieved to know, therefore, 
that everything is safe.

is in hand. 
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New Use for Flying Ege-beaters 

A new and important chapter in the history 
of military science opened in Korea when—for 
the first time—helicopters moved fighting men 
into a forward combat position. A company of 
Marines, with nine tons of gear,, landed intact 
on an eastern front mountain peak. Twenty-one 
10-man helicopters were used. The operation 
took two ‘hours. By foot and motor vehicle, it 
would have taken two days. 


The landing was made on a 3800-foot peak “in 


sight of Communist-held hills.” It would seem 
that the Marines intend to give themselves the 
immense advantage of attacking down-hill in- 
stead of plodding uphill under heavy fire. 

The significance in the landing, however, lies 
in the fact that the tempo of ordinary land 
warfare has been intensified and a third dimen- 
sion added. It has come about in a short period 
of time. In 1939 the Russians first made exten- 
sive use of paratroopers when they dropped 
them behind Finnish lines. The Germans used 
towed gliders and paratroopers in their 1940 
invasions. In 1943, Sicily became the birthplace 
of American airborne technique. In most of 
these operations the losses were heavy because 
the troops, on landing, necessarily ares disor-

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Unity and Strength at Ottawa _ 


From the standpoint of American policy, the 
principal goals of the Atlantic pact conference 


at Ottawa were to speed up the defense effort 


and: to extend the pact to Greece and Turkey. 
The second objective was achieved, despite 


the hesitation of Norway and Denmark. The 3 


decision should give a strengthened sense of se- 
curity to the Mediterranean outposts of the 
Western world. Greece and Turkey now know 
that any attack on them will be regarded as an 
attack on Western Europe and the United States, 
and so they should be encouraged to strengthen 
their defense anew. 

The objective of speeding up immediate ef- 
forts by the other members of ‘the alliance has 
been only partially achieved, Probably no mem- 
ber of the alliance actually demurred to Gen. 
Eisenhower’s request for more men and arms in 
a hurry. But it is a question of what can be 
done, and how fast. The Europeans fear to 
stretch their armament programs to the point 
where living standards would suffer; since this 
might open the door to Communist political 
gains at home. On the other hand, congressional 
sentiment makes it clear that Europe cannot ex- 
pect as much nonmilitary aid from the United 
States as it would like. 

To tackle the dilemma, the conference ap- 
pointed a 12-nation committee whose task will 
be to draw up a military balance-sheet and mas 
out how to step up the pace. 

It is a healthy sign that the Atlantic organi- 
zation, on the initiative of European members, 
is looking beyond rearmament toward the con- 
solidation of a broader Atlantic community. An- 
other committee has been appointed to work in 
this direction. It will explore not only economic 
and social cowperation, but methods of co-or- 
dinating foreign policy, “having particular re- 
gard to steps designed to promote peace.” 

This move for more frequent consultation on 
foreign policy undoubtedly reflects a feeling on 
the part of some members that the United States 
too often takes an initiative first, and only after- 
wards seeks the support of its allies. Under- 
standably, our allies want a voice in decisions 
which they help carry out. This is a coalition 


of free peoples which can be led, but should : 


not be driven, by the strongest member. 

Yet there was no question of the basic unity 
at Ottawa. The 12 Atlantic nations warned Soviet 
Russia again that they are not to’ be divided by 
strategem, nor diverted from their goal of build- 
ing up defensive strength. They “will never re- 
ject any genuine move for peace,” but they will 
not be misled by “mere empty words.” 

As the West’s strength grows, its peoples will 
hope that the Kremlin is persuaded to substi- 
tute deeds of peace for words. 
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Cost of a Winner 

Faculty members at historic William and 
Mary College, scene of a sports scandal that 
has resulted in the resignation of the college 
president and two coaches, quite properly have 
demanded that the school’s athletic program 
become “a distinctly subordinate activity.” 

The faculty found that William and Mary’s 
ambitious athletic program had, among other 
things, sapped academic standards, vitiated ele- 
mentary standards of honesty and ravaged the 
morale of the whole student body. Such a re- 
port should serve as fair warning to officials of 
other colleges where there is even a hint that 
sports are overemphasized. 

Sports in general, and football in particular, 
have a proper place in the college curriculum. 
But it is a subordinate place. Colleges exist to 
provide education. This function is overshadowed 
when sports are overemphasized and move into 
the arena of commercial enterprise. 

If college and university presidents will act in 
concert to hold intercollegiate sports in a 
proper place, they can accomplish mich more 
than one or two alone can is es achieve. 
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Taft on McCarthyism 

_ Senator Taft has disappointed many people 
by his refusal to discountenance Senator Mc- 
Carthy’s vicious smear of upright men in pub- 
lic service. He must have disappointed a good 
‘many more by his remarks on the subject in his 
interview with Spencer R. McCulloch in last 
Sunday’s Post-Dispatch. 

Senator Taft told Mr. McCulloch, in sub- 
stance, that he considered McCarthy’s meth- 
ods “perfectly reckless” and the content of his 
charges “bunk.” Yet Senator Taft believes 
nevertheless that Senator McCarthy has per- 
formed a valuable service by “arousing the 
public.” He evidently considers that Senator Mc- 
Carthy’s methods do not differ very much from 
the conventional tactics of political debate. 

If Senator Taft regarded as “bunk” the Mc- 
Carthy charges of widespread Communist in- 
filtration in Government, then it is difficult to 
understand just what public service he thinks 
Senator McCarthy has performed by repeating 
and enlarging those charges with “perfect reck- 
lessness.” It is even more difficult to under- 
stand why, holding this view of McCarthyism, a 
Senator of presumed integrity would encourage 
Senator McCarthy to continue his performance 
on the ground that if one charge did not stick 
another one might. = . 

The acknéwiedged leader of the Republican 
party in Congress says he urged Senator Mc- 
Carthy to accept advice, but he refused. Does 
that end Senator Taft’s own responsibility? We 
do not believe it does, For Senator Taft is 
evidently willing to reap whatever political prof- 
it there may be in McCarthyism, even though

Bread Instead of Bombs. 


A little less than two years ago 
he wrote an inspiring chapter 
expressing the fervent hopes of 
all of us in a resolution he in- 
troduced in the Senate. 

It proposed that a new effort 
be made through the United Na- 
tions for. universal disarmament 
and that the money saved in 
armaments be applied to improve 
world living standards. 

This was “a program of bread 
for bombs, peace for war, life 
for death,” as he put it this week, 
to which the United States 
would contribute, if adopted, $50 
‘billions for a period of five years, 
$10 billions a year. Such a pro- 
gram, in general terms, was rec- 
ommended subsequently a year 
ago to the United Nations in New 
York by President Truman, 

Nothing happened. 


With a New Emphasis. 

This week Senator McMahon 
re-introduced that same resolu- 
tion. But this time, showing 
what has happened in the world 
in less than two years, he gave it 
second place to another resolu- 
tion. That other resolution nat- 
urally has attracted most atten- 
tion, since it reflects our rapidly 
developing anxiety. 

“it proposed a transformation of 
emphasis in our defense pro- 
gram from conventional weapons 


billion dollars a year for defense, 
as we must do on our present 
basis, without breaking our econ- 
omy, which is what Joe Stalin 
wants. 
Yet we've got to protect our- 
selves to the extent of such a pro- 
gram. Atomic development has 
now come to a point, the Senator 
explained, where we can get for 
a dollar in atomic destructive fire 
power what it costs us five dollars 
to get in conventional weapons. 
There’s the way out. 
Arguments on Morality. : 
Six years ago, just after we 
dropped the bombs that wiped out 
Hiroshima and Nagasaki, there 
were fervent arguments about the 
morality of the use of atomic 
bombs. Today there is no argu- 
ment, They are accepted, and 
Senator McMahon's resolution 
would ratify that frightening 
change of mental and moral atti- 
tudes in so short a time. 
Between times, before Russia 
had the bomb, it refused to enter 
into international agreement to 
outlaw the bomb and control 
atomic energy. Now Russia has it, 
still balks at international con- 
trol, and so here we are today 
in the shadow of world catastro- 
phe. Everybody seems helpless. 
Backed by an all-out atomic 
weapons program, which the Sen- 
ator says we now are in a po- 
sition to achieve, he would have 
us go before the United Nations 
Assembly in Paris in November 
with an all-out effort for disarm- 
ament and an acompanying “dy- 
namic and generous peace pro- 
gram” for betterment of people 
all over the world. 


Appeal to Russ Peoples. 

This he would promote with 
the people of Russia; as he did 
once before with his resolution 
expressing the friendship of our 
people for the Russian people. 
Congress passed that resolution 
and it finally was published in 
Russia several weeks after Presi- 
dent Truman had transmitted it. 

“War and poverty are not in- 
evitable,” the Senator declared. 
“On the contrary, peace and plen- 
ty are inevitable if we act to 
make them so.”

WEEDON, England, Sept. 21 
(AP)—A speeding express train 
jumped the tracks here today, 
smashing five coaches and killing 
11 persons, including an uniden- 
tified United States Air Force 
corporal. 

Another 45 passengers on the 
15-coach train, bound from Liver- 
pool to London, were injured. 

Hours after the crash, police 

and British army rescue workers 
were still searching in the wreck- 
age for possible further casual- 
ties. At first, police had said 20 
persons were killed. 
- The accident occurred as the 
train wasAeaving Stowe Hill tun- 
nel, half fa mile south of Weedon. 
The locomotive plunged down a 
steep embankment. Five of the 
leading coaches piled. up, badly 
smashing the first two.

Drew, St. Louis insurance man 
who:was in charge of the national 
group’s 1949 and 1951 campaigns, 
testified today.

“The campaign against cancer 
is too important to have any road 
blocks put in the path of conquest 
of the disease,” Drew. declared. 
He said the American Cancer So- 
ciety’s 1949 campaign fell $80,000 
below its $150,000 goal because of 
competition from the St. Louis 
organization. 

The American. Cancer Society 
charged in a suit for an account- 
ing, filed in circuit court last 
November, that the St. Louis 
Cancer Society, Inc., had “wrong- 
fully appropriated” its money, 
records and equipment. The St. 
Louis organization was formed in 
April 1940 following a dispute 
with the national group. 

Henry Blanchard of New York 
City, national representative of 
the American Cancer Society, tes- 
tified that in the past three years 
his organization has awarded 
grants to Washington University 
totaling $278,000, while only $215,- 
000 was raised in St. Louis solici- 
tations.

EARTH TREMOR SO RAPID 
SHOCKS COULDN'T REGISTER 


Wednesday night’s earth trem- 
or was of a highly unusual type 
and was centered in a relatively 
uninhabited area about 28 miles 
northeast of the St. Louis Uni- 
versity seismograph at Flérissant, 
Assistant Prof. Ross Heinrich of 
the university’s Institute of Tech- 
nology, said today. 

“The vibrations, though mild, 
were of great rapidity,” Dr. 
Heinrich said. “This extraordi- 
nary speed caused what we call 
‘an overloaded record’—the earth 
was shaking so fast the instru- 


quick, light shocks. 

“This record suggests the rea- 
son some residents of Alton and 
neighboring communities noticed 
the quake and others didn’t. Peo- 
ple vary greatly in sensitivity to 
vibrations of different speeds, 
just as dogs can hear high-

INSANITY, HANDLED with greater delicacy and 
subtlety, was also the theme of the first of the 
Robert Montgomery shows of this season (NBC-TV, 
on KSD-TV at 8:30 p.m. alternate Mondays).

Henry prize-winning short story “Bubbles.” The 
tale was that of a father who is trying to shield a 
small daughter from some skeleton in the family 
closet and he succeeds in shielding it pretty well 
from the rest of us, too, until the last few minutes.

on a false premise that the reporter could get away with his 
monstrous journalistic crime, that it deliberately overempha- 
sizes the cruel and callous in human nature for its undoubted 
dramatic effect. 

Its central character, played by Kirk Douglas, is a wan- 
dering, unethical reporter, who, kicked off a dozen big city 
newspapers, ends up in a small, dull job on a New Mexico 
paper and seeks the sensational break that may place him 
back 'in the big time. He sees the break in a man he finds 
trapped in an old Indian cliff-dwelling near Albuquerque. The 
reporter, who would make other heels played by Douglas 
look like Little Lord Fauntleroys, connives with several other 
lovely characters, a venal sheriff, an easily bullied engineer, 
and. the trapped man’s floozy wife, to keep the story going so 
as to mushroom it into a national sensation. 

Instead of shoring up the tunnel ana rescuing the victim 
in 16 hours, as was possible, the engineer has his crew drill 
down through solid rock, which takes more than a week. The 
wife makes a small fortune out of food and drink sold to 
avid spectators. The sheriff is publicized by Douglas as a 
hero. Douglas, with a corner on the story, gets his old New 
York job back, plus a bonus of $1000 a day. A circus” 
atmosphere prevails. Spectators arrive in droves, and set up 
a tent and automobile city, complete with television and radio 
broadcasts, a carnival, special tourists train, and a twanging 
cowboy quartet hawking a Jugubrious quickie ballad about 
the occasion. In off hours, Douglas is seduced by the victim's 
wife as a minor amusement. When everything is at its most 
exciting and profitable, the trapped man dies. Douglas gets 
scooped on the death, is stabbed by the wife with a pair of 
scissors in a minor scuffle and goes to an ironic death, un- 
able to convince anyone of the real and equally sensational 
story of how he was in effect a murderer. 

Wilder had much justification for his cynical depiction 
of human nature, as anyone who has seen morbidity in the’ 
mass knows—matter of fact, the story was suggested by the 
Kathy Fiscus well case in California in 1949, and the Floyd 
Collins case in Kentucky in 1925. But though he does attempt 
some representation of the decent side of human nature and 
ethical journalism, the emphasis is all on the vicious and 
unpalatable facets. And a glaring weakness in the plot is 
that the unscrupulous reporter would never have been able 
to get away with his scheme for more than a few days— 
rival newsmen, who after all could consult other engineers, 
would have exposed it. So, for all the shock power of his 
film, Mr. Wilder is himself guilty of the carnival, ballyhoo 
approach, the flashy distortion of truth. 


Familiar, but Heart-Warming , 


“PEOPLE WILL TALK,” the latest work of the gifted 
director-writer, Joseph L. Mankiewicz (“A Letter to Three 
Wives” and “All About Eve”) at the MISSOURI, is presented 
as a “social comedy.” It is*hardly that. The screenplay, done 

by Mankiewicz from the German play, “Dr. 

Praetosius,” does not turn out to be the 

_ satiric treatment on medicine that Mankie- 

wicz seems to have had in mind. The med- 

ical-social aspects are limited to a few pithy 

and sensible remarks by Cary Grant:as Dr. 

Praetorious, who is represented as so radical 

he wants to let hospital patients sleep as 

long as they like in the morning, and vague charges by a rival 
that he was a “faith-healer” in the past because he believed 
that the mind as well as the body could be treated in the 
cure of illnesses, something hardly revolutionary these days 
when even kids have picked up the term “psychosomatic.” 

What the film is essentially, then, is the old sentimental 
comedy-drama about a kind-hearted and gentle man who is 
persecuted by a jealous pipsqueak. This well-worn theme, 
complete down to the “hearing before the board” has been 
dressed up by Mankiewicz’s typewriter with some wit and 
literate dialogue. But the humor is not in toto as penetrating 
and caustic as in Mankiewicz’s previous successes. The film, 
however, is heart-warming in its treatment of such sentiments 
that the doctor, a gynecologist, is willing to marry an expec- 
tant mother without a husband, rather than take a chance on 
her trying to commit suicide again; that goodness in a failure 
is worth far more than prosperity with crassness. The story 
of an old man who is Dr. Praetorious’s faithful follower of 
how he was hanged for a murder which he legally committed 
twice, but didn’t die, is a deft kneading of pathos and humor; 

but it has no-real relation to the main theme—there is no 
representation that Dr. Praetorious used unusual methods in 
reviving the hanged man. 

A weakness is the insertion in the dialogue—probably at 
the insistence of the Breen office—that the pregnant medical 
student (Jeanne Crain) was married to the child’s father, who 
was killed in Korea. As there is certainly no shame attached 
to the posthumous child of a widow, her suicide attempt upon 
learning of her pregnancy just doesn’t hold water. 

This isn’t up to Mankiewicz’s best work, but it is still 
well done. Grant, Miss Crain, Finaley Currie, Hume Cronyn, 
Walter Slezak and Sidney Blackmer are all proficient.

But what does make sense to 
young moderns is the idea of 
flying to the moon in a rocket 
ship. Volumes on atomic energy 
and guided missiles are to them 
what books on “how to build a 
bird house in three simple les- 
sons” were to their fathers. 


The boys still like sports and 
animals (substituting wild horses 
of the west for “Black Beauty”) 
while the girls revel in books 
about adolescents with a school 
for a background.

“He was a stubborn ‘boy when 
he was young. Later he.came to 
America.” 

Peter Stuyvesant also had his 
troubles along that line, accord- 

to one reviewer: 

“Peter Stuyvesant was very 
stubborn and liked to have his 
own way. When he was 20 years- 
old he joined the army but didn't 
stay in very long.” 

From a youngster bedridden 
with rhumatic fever came one of 
the outstanding reviews, accord- 
ing to librarians. Of “Stefanie 
was the Good One,” she wrote: 

“I like this book because it 
shows us how much it means to 
be an American to the foreigner. 
And how much we think about it 
just because we have fived here 
longer and we shouldn’t make any 
exception of them. I think they 
make better citizens than some of 
the real ones.” 

On the lighter side of annual 
reports from branch libraries have 
come these mixed-up titles re- 
quested by children. One, wishing 
to read “Burlap,” asked instead 
for “Dunlap, the lap dog.” An- 
other, whose choice was “Middle 
Sister,” asked for “Middle-aged

HEN it’s late in the play, 
W sour partner is down to one 
or two cards, and obviously 
you are both trying to go out, it’s 
usually a good thing to get one or 
more new melds down on the 
table. Your partner may be able 
to match the new ones, when he 
couldn’t match the old ones. 
Here is a case. You hold: 


Your side has a couple of can- 
astas and little else. The oppo- 
nents have more cards and havea 
better chance to keep on scoring, 
so you're playing for out.. And 
you’re almost there, because your 
partner has only two cards. 

At this point, it being your play 
after drawing from the stock, you 
should meld something. You can 
meld either 2-10-10 or 2-6-6.

RINCE Philip is credited with 
P providing “the magic touch” 

that has helped Princess Eliza-

Elizabeth will wear “top se- 
cret” creations dreamed up by 
two of Britain’s leading design- 
ers when she visits Washington 
Oct. 24 to 26. : 

Both of the designers, Norman 
Hartnell and Hardy Ames, have 
refused to even “breathe a word” 
about what the Princess will wear 
on her North American tour. One 
said: 

“The Princess has too much 
character to follow fashion for 
fashion’s sake. She applies wis- 
dom as well as taste in selecting 
her clothes, and she wears them 
with unassuming grace and con- 
fidence.” 

Informed court sources said 
Elizabeth was “‘smartened up con- 
siderably” by her husband Phil- 
ip, who will accompany the Prin- 
cess on the royal two-day visit 
to Washington.

mother, Queen Victoria. As a 
friend said, she “never wilts in 
the fierce light that beats upon a 
throne.”

Prince Philip is a husky young 
sailor who can play poker or tell 
a salty story in the best tradition 
of the sea. 

A diplomat who has played 
cards with Philip said: 

“The Prince is a swell guy, but 
he plays poker to win and he 
knows all the tricks. Even so, 
it’s a pleasure to lose to him. He 
knows some of the saltiest sailor 
jokes I’ve ever heard.” 

This was confirmed by members 
of a small London luncheon club 
to which Philip belongs. One of 
the rules of the club—a Bohemian 
group that meets in a Mayfair 
tavern —— is that members must 
take turns in entertaining the 
others with at least an hour-long 
recital of jokes or stories. 

One member reported: 

“No one has ever been a bigger 
success than Philip. He knows 
just how to talk to a -bunch of 
jovial good fellows in a smoky 
back room.”

East saw quite clearly that fail- 
ure to win this trick would prob- 
ably result in the loss of his king, 
but he nevertheless held up that 
card because he also saw that it 
was his only chance to shut out 
the bulk of dummy’s clubs. In 
fact, East did lose his king, be- 
cause South now played the club 
ten through East and let it ride, 
but East’s sacrifice was neverthe- 
less successful because South 
then went astray. After the club 
ten held, he tried the diamond fi- 
nesse, and he never recovered 
from that error. 

East’s defense was as good as it 
could be, but it would not have 
succeeded against an expert de- 
clarer. With three club tricks as- 
sured, the expert South would 
cash the heart queen (and the club 
ace) and then throw West on lead 
with a heart. It would be elemen- 
tary for South to discard his two 
low diamonds on West’s long 
hearts and thus await West’s 
forced shift to a spade or a dia- 
mond, either of which would give 
South the ninth trick.

6 6 OW are we going to protect our boys from she-wolves?” 

H Mrs. McA. thinks I haven’t given enough attention 

to that problem. “You write about how girls can pro- 

tect themselves from the advances of men,” she points out, “but 

I wonder if the other side of this question doesn’t call for even 

more action. I have no daughters, but have two sons. I’m wor- 

ried all the time about them, especially when I think of some 
of the things going on around us. 

“I know boys who have been exploited most unscrupulously 
by much older women. A few years ago a young boy in our 
neighborhood was forced into marriage with an aggressive girl 
who had gotten him into trouble. It was not much more than 
what you might call a blackmailing scheme. We try to give 
our boys proper ideals, but it is hard to protect them when 
some females are so ruthless or desperate or callous or un- 
scrupulous.”

YOU’RE RIGHT, Mrs. McA. Almost everyone knows— 
from his own acquaintance or observation—of some tragic case 
such as you describe. What can we do to give boys better 
protection from the “she-wolves”? 

One of the first things, I’d say, is to discourage youth from 
the use of liquor. (To make this effective, it’s possible that 
parents may be obliged to set a good example!) Much of the 
difficulty grows out of the fact that “self-control dissolves in 
alcohol.” 

In the second place, you'll have to give your boys a sound 
education to understand what they are facing. This ought to 
begin in childhood and be carried on continuously. There is 
an excellent home study course which will provide parents 
with all the help they need. And any public library can also 
provide good material. Boys need to be taught te look forward 
to marriage.
